A goon om od Expired? 
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Preparations for 
Salmon Season 


(Pacific Fisherman) 

Arrangements bave just recently 
been completed for the consolida- 
tion of the Petersburg Packing 
company and the Washington Bay 
Packing company under the firm 
name of the Petersburg Packing 
Corporation. E. Schoenwald is 
the president, L. G. Pattublo, vice 
president, Frank }. Speckert, sec- 
retary treasurer of the new corpor- 
ation. 


One of the most notable addi- 
lions to the salmon canning capa- 
city of Southeastern Alaska is the 
Port Walter plant of the Alaska 
Herring and Sardine company, now 
owned by the Wilson Fisheries 
company, which was completely 
rebuilt last summer, too late for 
the canning season, and is practi- 
cally a new plant. The main build- 
ing is Bo by 368 feet, two full 
Stories and loft, and the equipment 
includes five hnes of salmon can- 
ning machinery and three hines for 
herring, with two complete tines ot 
of American Can company can-mak- 
ing machinery. The plant also in- 
cludes a by-products ontfit made 
by the California Press Manufac- 
turing company. 


The Golden Shore Canning com- 
pany, which was formerly known 
as the Alaska Clam Canning com- 
pany, and which operated a clam 
cannery at Scow Bay has again 
been reorganized and jis now known 
as the Mountain Point Packing 
company. with headquarters in Se- 
attle. A complete one line salmon 
outft is being installed, including 
a Nicholson slimer, Troyer Fox tall 
filler, double seamer and two retorts 
and a Smith and Wright exhaust 
box. Recently six cottages and 
houses were erected to care for the 
help employed at the plant. 


The Hood Bay Packing company 
is engaged in installing a ful) one- 
line equipment at tbeir plant. 


The Alaska Sanitary Packing 
company, who last year built a can- 
nery at Cape Fanshaw, but tooJate 
for the canning season, is making 
active preparations to put in a ful) 
pack this year. 


The Marathon Fishing and Pack- 
ing company is busy installing a 
complete two line plant at Cape 
Fansbaw. The warehouses, docks 
and buildings are almost complete 
and tbe plant will be ready for op- 
tration when the fish start running. 
The barge Amelia, which was oper- 
ated as a cannery last year by them 
is being offered for sale. 


It js reported that the floating 
eannery Glory of the Seas, owned 
by the Glacier Fish company will 
be stationed at Scow Bay during 
the coming season. 


Earl Hunter and William Dick- 
enson of junean, who operated a 
small hand cannery at Wasbington 
Bay last seasom, baye mcorporated 
as the Hunter and Dickenson com- 
pany ard are building a substantial 
one-line cannery there. 


Henry Roden, bead of the Re- 
public Fisheries company, is plan- 
ning to continue the construction 
of his cannery at Saginaw Bay, but 
does not expect to be ready for 
canning before the season of 1920. 
During tbe coming season the salt- 
ing Operations will be extended and 
the wharf and warehouse will be 
enlarged. 


C. C. Harris will be the superin- 
tendent of the Big Port Walter 
piant of the Alaska Pacific Herring 
company and concern is making 
preparations for 50,000 cases this 
season. 


The Pybus Bay Fish and Pack- 
mg company, which built a salmon 
and herring cannery at Pybns Bay 
Jast year, wil add 100 feet to its 
warehouse, making it 40 by 210 
feet, the same as the cannery. A 
second line of canning machinery 
jor 1- pound tals was installed last 
fall, and both limes will be used for 
salmon exclusively. The equip- 
Ment for oval herring cans will not 
be put in this year. The first of 
tbe crew went up March 4th. 


The Alaska Packing and Navi- 
gation company has made various 
improvements in its Pavlof Harbor 
plant, adding a new warehouse and 
setting up more of the machinery 
purchased from the Ocean Food 
Packing company, so that it will 
have a complete two-line plant. 
H. E. Springer, president of the 
company, will act as superintend- | 
ent this year. and will start the first | 
crew north this month. 


Martin Kildall and Henry Roden 
have leased their two traps and 
sites, including their boats, to the 
Petersburg Packing Corporation for 
the coming season. 


George Van Vlack, administra- 
tor for the estate of H. Van Vlack, 
of H. Van Vlack and company who 
established. a shrimp cannery at 
Petersburg last year, announces 
tbat he will continue operations 
there, and ot is expected that some 
salmon will be canned. 


Mr. Van Viack is planning to 
close the Olympia plant of the con- 
cern and will center his operations 
at Petersburg, according toa recent 
announcement. 


Arrangements tor supplying the 
canneries of southeastern Alaska 
with lubricating oils and greases. 
Red Crown gasoline, engine distil- 
late and Pearl oj} have been per- 
fected by John McLean, district 
sales manager at Seattle for the 
Staudard Oil company of California 
according to J. D. Helps, Alaskan 
Manager who was in Petersburg 
recently. 


The routes covered in tormer 
years by the tank steamship 
“George Loomis” will be visited 
during the season of tyrg by the 
tanker “Petroleum H., ` which will 
use the substations of Juneau and 
Ketchikan as ber supply bases. | 
These supply bases in turn will be 
taken care of by coastwise tankers 
from California. | 


Alaskans will be glad to learn 
that the popnlar Captain Scott and | 
Special Agert E. J. McClanahan, 
who were formerly in charge of the 
steamer ‘George Loomis” wil} per- 
form the same duties on the ‘ Pet- | 
roleum 1.” j 


The tanker will leave Seattle the! 
latter part of April scheduled to 
leave from Juneau on her first can-| 
nery trip May ist. |

U. S. Cusuoms House 
Issuing Numbers to 


Alaska Vessels 


The Customs House is now issu- | 


ing numbers to vessels under five 
tons. 
numbered under the Act which re- 
cently went into effect are: 

All vessels propelled in whole or 
in part by machinery, owned in the 
United States and found on navi- 
gable waters thereof, except the 
following: 

(a) Vessels registered, enrolled 
or licensed in the Customs House; ! 

(b) Public vessels; 

(c) Vessels not exceeding 16 
feet in length, measured trom end 
to end over the deck, excluding 
sheer, temporarily equipped with 
detachable motors. 

In the case of vessels having 
power tenders, the tenders will car- 
ry the same number as the parent 
boat and the cards will describe! 
only the parent boat stating the 
number of power tenders. 

In the case of documented boats 
having power tenders, the tenders 
will be described and a separate 
number given to each. 

Applications for numbers may be 
made to the Customs House by 
mail. It is not necessary for boats 
to be brougiit te port.
